Furm implements and machin­ 
ery and household equipment will 
also he carefully listed as will also 
i e pasture, feed and food resour­ 
ces and the areas devoted to pro­ 
duction of cotton, fruit, grains, 
forage crops, etc. 
It is stated ex­ 
plicitly on the sample blanks that 
the information .so compiled will 
be kept strictly confidential 
and 
will not be communicated to any 
tax collector as a basis of taxa­ 
tion. 
Bj grouping the information ob­ 
tained through 
census 
enumera­ 
t io n and ‘ com piling 
statistics 
therefrom , it will be possible 
for 
economists 
and 
educational 
forces to better direct their efforts, 
most of which are financed through 


public 
funds 
and 
managed 
through national or state bureaus. 
Thus pub1 ic funds may be more 
efficiently 
distributed 
through 
the study of census data. 
While it is important to state 
and national departm ents to know 
w hat Brazos county has in the way 
of resources, we 
might 
find it 
equally advantageous to local in­ 
terests if we should make a care- 
I uh survey of what Brazos com ity 
i hasn’t. 
Some of the items of ag­ 
ricultural significance and impor­ 
tance on which lotul figures would 
run alarmingly low in such a check 
up, an- pure bred farm animals, 
modern farm ing 
machinery and 
equipment, farm homes with run­ 
ning water, electricity and other 
modern equipm ent, permanent pas­ 
tures and supplies of home grown 
feeds. 
That th ese farm features bear 
relation to general prosperity and 
stability a f business conditio*®, is 
evident from a broader study oi 
general census compilation. Bank 
deposits ami general property val­ 
ues invariably show a higher per 
capita i aito in sections where ag­ 
riculture is flourishing and farm 
I homes are maintained on som e­ 
where near the same standards of 
comfort and convenience

found in the average city home. 
While we are checking up on

The net result is bad for the individual and for the 
community. 
The family makes a collection, through the 
years, of a steadily growing sheaf of rent rec ends, repre­ 
senting the expenditure of money which, if it had been in-[left to 
vested in a home, might either have given him ownership farm* r 
or an equity that could have been converted into cash in ja 
an emergency. 
From the community angle there is no

question that the larger the number of citizens who own 
their own homes the more progressive the community, as 
well as the more .stable, is bound to be. 
Home owners, 
not transients or renters, have, in the final analysis, built up 
the communities of this country and the future develop­ 
ment of the communities, as well as their protection against 
the aggressions of foreign capital which is seeking quick 
returns for investment elsewhere, depends upon the con­ 
tinued investment of the great mass of the people in their 
own homes.

Licensing A uto Drivers 


Tho not’d for a drivers’ license law, as a moans of re­ 
ducing tho number of fatalities from automobile accidents, 
is shown by the fact that more than 30,009 deaths Were 
traced to this source in 1929 and that, according to the 
chairman of the motor division of the American Optometric 
Association, more than half the deaths were caused in ac­ 
cidents doe to imperfect vision. 
Unquestionably there are thousands of men and wo­ 
men and youth of both sexes who are not qualified by tem ­ 
peram ent and disposition— by lack of responsibility— to 
drive automobiles especially lo crowded traffic. 
But if 
approxim ately 50 percent of all deaths from this source 
are the result of poor vision, often not realized by the in­ 
dividual, then thi rr is no question but that licenses should 
fit* issued and only after mental and physical examinations 
are made. 
Texas is now getting ready to put a force of motor 
patrolmen on the highways of the state. 
These men will 
enforce traffic laws and will be in a position to cheek all 
drivers for licenses if this system is adopted. 
A rrange­ 
ments could be made at county seats for the issuance of 
licenses after proper examinations. 
In this state traffic conditions are becoming more 
congested.
